had its first beginnings when the 
Cairo & Fulton railroad (now Mis- 
souri Pacific) came through here 


^.'«i 1873. America's free press came 
Tilong with it. 
Although our city was not incor- 


porated until Iwo years luler, in 
1875, a newspaper 
was 
founded 
here along wun the railroad m 
1873. 
While not related to the news- 
paper you arc now reading, that 
paper also was called the Star 
of Hope. It was founded by Col. 
A. W. Hobson, and at least one 
copy of it is filed away somewhere 
in this office—thanks to an old- 
time newspaper subscriber. 


*•'- Col. Hobson's paper was printed 
in a tent on the approximate loca- 
tion of. the old Capital tor Koose- 
velt) 
hotel, 
Division and Main 
streets. It was entirely handset in 
those days, and one of Col. Hob- 
son's helpers was the late Clauds 
McCorkle, who had been reared 
in the river town of Camden and 
had come over here to see what 
the new railroad town was like. 
Mr. McCorkle later returned to 


Camden, .went to Mississippi, mar- 


,^1'ied there, studied law 
for 
a 
Awhile, and then came back to Hope 


in 1879. 


Col. 
Hobson's paper was ahead 


of its day, and suspended, as did 
several other publishing ventures 
during Hope's village era. 
But on October . 14, 1899, Mr. 


McCorkle- founded a new paper, 
borrowing from Col. Hobson's ven- 
ture the name Star ol Hope. And, 
except for the transposing of the 
name, that is the paper we are 
publishing today. 
C. E. Palmer and I puichased it 
fclrom'Mr-McCorkle's son, Ed Mc- 


Corkle, January 18, 1929, consoli- 
dating with it the morning Daily 
Press which D. A. Gean had started 
here in 1927. The combined prop- 
erly had three linotypes and 
a 
brand new Duplex roil-fed news- 
paper press. 
We still have the 
same press, but two of the three 
linotypes were replaced with new 
ones in 1940 and 1945. And in 1942 
we introduced the automatic trans- 
mission of type by wire known as 
Teletypesetter, which is now serv- 
ing eight afternoon newspapers in 
ArKansas, reaching as far east as 
Stuttgart and Helena.

Readers of our Centennial Edi- 


tion published in June 1936, honor- 
ing Arkansas' 100th anniversary of 
statehood, 
will recall that Hope 


had its first beginnings when the 
Cairo & Fulton railroad (now Mis- 
souri Pacific) came through here 


^.'«i 1873. America's free press came 
Tilong with it. 
Although our city was not incor- 


porated until Iwo years luler, in 
1875, a newspaper 
was 
founded 
here along wun the railroad m 
1873. 
While not related to the news- 
paper you arc now reading, that 
paper also was called the Star 
of Hope. It was founded by Col. 
A. W. Hobson, and at least one 
copy of it is filed away somewhere 
in this office—thanks to an old- 
time newspaper subscriber. 


*•'- Col. Hobson's paper was printed 
in a tent on the approximate loca- 
tion of. the old Capital tor Koose- 
velt) 
hotel, 
Division and Main 
streets. It was entirely handset in 
those days, and one of Col. Hob- 
son's helpers was the late Clauds 
McCorkle, who had been reared 
in the river town of Camden and 
had come over here to see what 
the new railroad town was like. 
Mr. McCorkle later returned to 


Camden, .went to Mississippi, mar- 


,^1'ied there, studied law 
for 
a 
Awhile, and then came back to Hope 


in 1879. 


Col. 
Hobson's paper was ahead 


of its day, and suspended, as did 
several other publishing ventures 
during Hope's village era. 
But on October . 14, 1899, Mr. 


McCorkle- founded a new paper, 
borrowing from Col. Hobson's ven- 
ture the name Star ol Hope. And, 
except for the transposing of the 
name, that is the paper we are 
publishing today. 
C. E. Palmer and I puichased it 
fclrom'Mr-McCorkle's son, Ed Mc- 


Corkle, January 18, 1929, consoli- 
dating with it the morning Daily 
Press which D. A. Gean had started 
here in 1927. The combined prop- 
erly had three linotypes and 
a 
brand new Duplex roil-fed news- 
paper press. 
We still have the 
same press, but two of the three 
linotypes were replaced with new 
ones in 1940 and 1945. And in 1942 
we introduced the automatic trans- 
mission of type by wire known as 
Teletypesetter, which is now serv- 
ing eight afternoon newspapers in 
ArKansas, reaching as far east as 
Stuttgart and Helena.

dated paper in 1929 are still here;

Readers of our Centennial Edi- 


tion published in June 1936, honor- 
ing Arkansas' 100th anniversary of 
statehood, 
will recall that Hope 


had its first beginnings when the 
Cairo & Fulton railroad (now Mis- 
souri Pacific) came through here 


^.'«i 1873. America's free press came 
Tilong with it. 
Although our city was not incor- 


porated until Iwo years luler, in 
1875, a newspaper 
was 
founded 
here along wun the railroad m 
1873. 
While not related to the news- 
paper you arc now reading, that 
paper also was called the Star 
of Hope. It was founded by Col. 
A. W. Hobson, and at least one 
copy of it is filed away somewhere 
in this office—thanks to an old- 
time newspaper subscriber. 


*•'- Col. Hobson's paper was printed 
in a tent on the approximate loca- 
tion of. the old Capital tor Koose- 
velt) 
hotel, 
Division and Main 
streets. It was entirely handset in 
those days, and one of Col. Hob- 
son's helpers was the late Clauds 
McCorkle, who had been reared 
in the river town of Camden and 
had come over here to see what 
the new railroad town was like. 
Mr. McCorkle later returned to 


Camden, .went to Mississippi, mar- 


,^1'ied there, studied law 
for 
a 
Awhile, and then came back to Hope 


in 1879. 


Col. 
Hobson's paper was ahead 


of its day, and suspended, as did 
several other publishing ventures 
during Hope's village era. 
But on October . 14, 1899, Mr. 


McCorkle- founded a new paper, 
borrowing from Col. Hobson's ven- 
ture the name Star ol Hope. And, 
except for the transposing of the 
name, that is the paper we are 
publishing today. 
C. E. Palmer and I puichased it 
fclrom'Mr-McCorkle's son, Ed Mc- 


Corkle, January 18, 1929, consoli- 
dating with it the morning Daily 
Press which D. A. Gean had started 
here in 1927. The combined prop- 
erly had three linotypes and 
a 
brand new Duplex roil-fed news- 
paper press. 
We still have the 
same press, but two of the three 
linotypes were replaced with new 
ones in 1940 and 1945. And in 1942 
we introduced the automatic trans- 
mission of type by wire known as 
Teletypesetter, which is now serv- 
ing eight afternoon newspapers in 
ArKansas, reaching as far east as 
Stuttgart and Helena.

Readers of our Centennial Edi- 


tion published in June 1936, honor- 
ing Arkansas' 100th anniversary of 
statehood, 
will recall that Hope 


had its first beginnings when the 
Cairo & Fulton railroad (now Mis- 
souri Pacific) came through here 


^.'«i 1873. America's free press came 
Tilong with it. 
Although our city was not incor- 


porated until Iwo years luler, in 
1875, a newspaper 
was 
founded 
here along wun the railroad m 
1873. 
While not related to the news- 
paper you arc now reading, that 
paper also was called the Star 
of Hope. It was founded by Col. 
A. W. Hobson, and at least one 
copy of it is filed away somewhere 
in this office—thanks to an old- 
time newspaper subscriber. 


*•'- Col. Hobson's paper was printed 
in a tent on the approximate loca- 
tion of. the old Capital tor Koose- 
velt) 
hotel, 
Division and Main 
streets. It was entirely handset in 
those days, and one of Col. Hob- 
son's helpers was the late Clauds 
McCorkle, who had been reared 
in the river town of Camden and 
had come over here to see what 
the new railroad town was like. 
Mr. McCorkle later returned to 


Camden, .went to Mississippi, mar- 


,^1'ied there, studied law 
for 
a 
Awhile, and then came back to Hope 


in 1879. 


Col. 
Hobson's paper was ahead 


of its day, and suspended, as did 
several other publishing ventures 
during Hope's village era. 
But on October . 14, 1899, Mr. 


McCorkle- founded a new paper, 
borrowing from Col. Hobson's ven- 
ture the name Star ol Hope. And, 
except for the transposing of the 
name, that is the paper we are 
publishing today. 
C. E. Palmer and I puichased it 
fclrom'Mr-McCorkle's son, Ed Mc- 


Corkle, January 18, 1929, consoli- 
dating with it the morning Daily 
Press which D. A. Gean had started 
here in 1927. The combined prop- 
erly had three linotypes and 
a 
brand new Duplex roil-fed news- 
paper press. 
We still have the 
same press, but two of the three 
linotypes were replaced with new 
ones in 1940 and 1945. And in 1942 
we introduced the automatic trans- 
mission of type by wire known as 
Teletypesetter, which is now serv- 
ing eight afternoon newspapers in 
ArKansas, reaching as far east as 
Stuttgart and Helena.

had its first beginnings when the 
Cairo & Fulton railroad (now Mis- 
souri Pacific) came through here 


^.'«i 1873. America's free press came 
Tilong with it. 
Although our city was not incor- 


porated until Iwo years luler, in 
1875, a newspaper 
was 
founded 
here along wun the railroad m 
1873. 
While not related to the news- 
paper you arc now reading, that 
paper also was called the Star 
of Hope. It was founded by Col. 
A. W. Hobson, and at least one 
copy of it is filed away somewhere 
in this office—thanks to an old- 
time newspaper subscriber. 


*•'- Col. Hobson's paper was printed 
in a tent on the approximate loca- 
tion of. the old Capital tor Koose- 
velt) 
hotel, 
Division and Main 
streets. It was entirely handset in 
those days, and one of Col. Hob- 
son's helpers was the late Clauds 
McCorkle, who had been reared 
in the river town of Camden and 
had come over here to see what 
the new railroad town was like. 
Mr. McCorkle later returned to 


Camden, .went to Mississippi, mar- 


,^1'ied there, studied law 
for 
a 
Awhile, and then came back to Hope 


in 1879. 


Col. 
Hobson's paper was ahead 


of its day, and suspended, as did 
several other publishing ventures 
during Hope's village era. 
But on October . 14, 1899, Mr. 


McCorkle- founded a new paper, 
borrowing from Col. Hobson's ven- 
ture the name Star ol Hope. And, 
except for the transposing of the 
name, that is the paper we are 
publishing today. 
C. E. Palmer and I puichased it 
fclrom'Mr-McCorkle's son, Ed Mc- 


Corkle, January 18, 1929, consoli- 
dating with it the morning Daily 
Press which D. A. Gean had started 
here in 1927. The combined prop- 
erly had three linotypes and 
a 
brand new Duplex roil-fed news- 
paper press. 
We still have the 
same press, but two of the three 
linotypes were replaced with new 
ones in 1940 and 1945. And in 1942 
we introduced the automatic trans- 
mission of type by wire known as 
Teletypesetter, which is now serv- 
ing eight afternoon newspapers in 
ArKansas, reaching as far east as 
Stuttgart and Helena.
